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The Child Labor Decision. 


In some quarters there is growling over the action of the 


United States Supreme Court in declaring; the child labor law 
unconstitutional, but it will be wise fo review all the facts, 
carefully before reaching the conclusion fhat'lhe highest court 
•in the land has gone wrong. 


The law, enacted in 1919,- was intended to regulate the em- 


ployment of children, under 14 years of age, in mills, work- 
shops, etc.; while children under 16 were not lo be employed 
in mines or quarries. The penalty for violation of the law was 
a lax of ten per cent on the net profits oil-goods in the produc- 
tion of which child labor was employed, when these products 
entered info-interstate commerce. The question was brought 
to the Supreme Court by cases from the South, where the em- 
ployment of child labor is more common thah in other parts 
of the country. 


The opinion was delivered by Chief. Justice Taft, with no 


dissent announced. The law was held invalid us an attempt 
by Congress to regulate, through its taxing power, something 
entirely within the jurisdiction of the variour states in the ex- 
ercise of their police power. 
Said the court: "To give such 


magic to the word 'tax' as provided in this act would be to 
break down all constitutional limitations of the powers of 
Congress and completely wipe out the sovereignly of the 
stales."

This is a direct blow to centralization, which has been pro- 


ceeding in this country in recenl years.altogether too fast. 
This paper has more than once expressed its views on the 
danger of this drift. 
Similar expressions have come from 


other sources, and now the Supreme Courl lakes occasion lo 
point out that this thing cannot go on without "robbing the 
states of their sovereignly." 
The point is well taken and il is 


a good thing for the country that il has been taken by a tn- 


• bunal from which there is no appeal. 


The court makes il plain that il docs not believe in child 


labor, but that the duty of regulating this belongs to the states 
and not to Congress. People complaining of the court s deci- 
sion should not overlook this significant fact. 


'In addition to the fact thai the enactment of this1 law by 


Congress was a usurpation of the powers of the states, there 
is room for criticism of thep eiialty imposed, .which in reality 
was not a penally, but a tax, or, it might be said, a license fee. 
Any firm or corporation'able to pay the price, or the "tax, 
could employ child labor lo the limit. All thai was necessary 
was to'fork over 10 per cent of its net profits and go ahead; 
and it was not necessary Jo do this unless'the product of the 
labor entered into interstate commerce. 
.11 would seem that 


if an attempt is to be made-to. stop child labor there should be 
a penalty for violation of the law, and not a price at which the 
privilege could be bought.

The Supreme Court is'not upholding the practice of 


employing child labor lo Ihe detriment of (he child, and con- 
sequently to the detriment of society, but denies the right of 
Congress lo lake .from Ihe states powers reserved lo them 
under the constitution. 


This is the important point, and one that should not be losl

It is in (he power of every stale to guard its children 


arainst industrial exploitation, and any state that feels that he 
children have been wronged by this decision should remember 
thai it is at liberty to correct the mistake as expeditiously as 
it may see fit.
